Mrs. Winokur’s Develop- 
mental Reading classes read 
selected chapters from 
Theodore Dreiser’s novel 
Tragedy. The 
story was about a young man 
who allegedly killed his ex- 
girlfriend. The students did 
not read the ending of the 


American 


story nor did they know 
whether the young man was 
guilty of murder or not. In- 
stead, the classes put on a 
mock trail. Students por- 
trayed the witnesses, the 
lawyers, the legal aides and 
the judge. Students from 
other classes were invited to 
be selected as members of the 
jury. A lawyer, Mr. Polley, 
came to speak to one of the 
classes and explained the 
basics of court proceedings. 
The students were able to 


question Mr. Polley about 
how to select a jury and how 
to interrogate witnesses along 
with other relevant informa- 
tion. For several days, 
students developed their 
cases for and against the 
defendant. Once the trial 
began, both the defense at- 
torney and the prosecuting 
attorney presented their 
cases to the jury. Witnesses 
told their stories knowing the 
penalty for perjury was 
detention. The trial lasted for 
three days and the jury went 
out to decide a verdict. In 
third period class the jury 
could not come to a 
unanimous decision so the 
trial ended in a hung jury.
